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rhe Elba City Council had very

The Coffee County Commission, 
in its regularly bi-monthly meeting, 
dealt with bid awards, a little 
garbage and some jail business. 

One of the first items on the com- 
mission’s relatively short meeting 
agenda was the awarding of bids for 
motorgrader blades, publication 6f 
the qualified voters’ list, equipment 
rental for landfill work and lawn 
care for both courthouses - Elba and 
Enterprise. 

Tractor and Equipment Company 
of Dothan was the low bidder on 
grader blades at $19.14 per blade 
for a total of $7,656 with a 30-day 
delivery. The Dothan Eagle was the 
lone bidder for the publication of 
the voters’ list. They were awarded 
the bid at $7,492.16. 

The bid for equipment rental of 
an off-road dump truck and track 
excavator went to Flint Equipment 
Company of Troy. Their bid was 
$8,450 per month for the dump 
truck and $6,750 per month for the 
excavator. 

Faye’s Nursery and Landscaping 
of Elba will be looking after the 
lawns of both courthouses. Their 
bid for the Elba courthouse was 
$2,200 and $3,350 for the Enter- 
prise facility. The period of the con 
tract is from April 1 until November 
30, 

Ms. Justin Burke, a county resi- 
dent living on Co. Rd, 255, 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing garbage pick-up. She told com 
missioners that last week when she

put out her garbage container, she 
cut up three cardboard boxes and 
placed them alongside her contain 
er.

“If a wind comes along, the 
garbage is going to be flying all 
over the street ... somebody will 
want to give me a citation.” 

“They're (MDI) supposed to pick 
up household garbage, and these 
were boxes that I bought stuff in... It 
seems to me that is household 
garbage. So, is there someone here 
Who can talk to them or some- 
thing?”

Deadbeat Parent Bill Passes Sen- 
ate Committee 

The Senate Committee on Chil 
dren, Youth and Human Resources 
followed the House's lead and Goy 
ernor Siegelman’s request and gave 
approval to the deadbeat parents 
bill recently.

House Bill 308 by Representative 
Sue Schmitz (D - Toney) authorizes 
the Department of Human

not only locate those who are post- 
ed and make them pay their child 
support, but also wants to encour- 
age other deadbeat parents to meet 
their child support obligations so as 
to avoid the embarrassment of hav- 
ing their name listed as well. 

Governor Siegelman gave a boost 
to the bill by talking with the Sen- 
ate committee during their meeting

onsumers are being pressured and

\rbitration is conducted by 
hamber of commerce type organi- 
‘ations with litthe or no concern for 
consumers, Arbitration is too costly 
lor Most Consumers, arbitrators are 
hot accountable to voters and do 
Hot have to follow the law like pub- 

li judves 

The Seventh Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution guarantees our 
right to a trial by jury in the event 
of a civil dispute. Why is this right 
being trampled on? Corporate 
ureed and some bad U.S. Supreme 
Court and Alabama State Supreme 
Court decisions have paved the way 
for binding arbitration to be 
rammed down consumers’ throats, 

Abuse of power is not a new 
thing. Read the Declaration of 
Independence and you will find 
that Thomas Jefferson railed 
against the King of England for 
“Imposing taxes upon us without 
our consent,” and “Depriving us, in 
many cases, of the benefits of trial 
by jury.” 

In the early 20th Century, corpo- 
rate trusts devised price fixing 
schemes. Today, with binding arbi- 
tration, large corporate conglomer- 
ates have devised a scheme to boy- 
cott consumers’ rights to access the 
public court system. 

As a freedom-loving people, 
believing in equal justice for all, we 
must reject binding arbitration. We 
in Alabama know better than most 
that the principles of our constitu- 
tion and the eloquent ideas 
expressed in the Declaration of 
Independence have not always been 
followed faithfully. 

Martin Luther King Jr. pointed 
this out when he compared Jeffer- 
son’s words “That all men are cre- 
ated equal,” to a check which had 
been returned marked “non-suffi- 
cient funds.” 

Our rights under the Constitution 
should not be negotiable. Unfortu- 
nately, when Alabamians today 
take their “checks,” their constitu- 
tional rights, to the courthouse, 
those checks are being returned 
marked non-sufficient funds.

SEARP&DC receives state bond funds to recapitalize loan programs 


The Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Commis 
sion is pleased to announce that the 
much anticipated Revolving Loan 
Funds trom the State of Alabama 
Revolving Loan Fund Authority 
have been received. Greg White, 
Chairman of the Board, expressed 
the Commission's appreciation to 
authority members, legislation 
sponsors, Alabama Department of 
Economie and Community Affairs 
Director Dewayne Freeman, Alaba- 
ma House of Representatives 
Speaker Seth Hammett and mem- 
bers of the Southeast Alabama leg- 
islative delegation. The 
$978.454.16 is the Commission’s 
share of a $12 million State of 
\labama bond issue to be used for 
economic development gap lending 
activities in Barbour, Coffee, Coy- 
ingtony Dale, Geneva, Henry and 
Houston counties. Formally pre- 
senting a check to Chairman White 
and the Commission were members 
of the Southeast Alabama legisla- 
tive delegation in the Alabama 
House of Representatives Chamber. 
The twelve regional planning and 
development commissions in 
\labama will share equally in the 
distribution of these funds to estab- 
lish and expand Revolving Loan 
Fund programs throughout Alaba- 
ma 

Alabama voters approved the 
Revolving Loan Fund bond issue in 
November of 1998 with the passage 
of Amendment #1. According to W. 
Fred Dykes, Executive Director, the 
Commission plans on leveraging a. 
small portion of the State Revolving 
Loan Fund funds with a 
USDA/Rural Development Interme- 
diary Relending Program loan of 
$500,000 now pending in Washing- 
ton, D.C. If approved, this will 
mean an additional $1.5 million in 
loan resources for the region’s 
small businesses and industries 
These newly acquired funds, in 
addition to the $2,500,000 currently 
loaned to regional small businesses, 
will bring total SEARP&DC 
Revolving Loan Fund resources to 
approximately $4,000,000, the 
largest Revolving Loan Fund pro- 
gram in Alabama 

In addition to thanking the voters 
for their support of the program, 
Mr. Dykes expressed the Commis- 
sion’s gratitude to area legislators 
for their steadfast support of the 
program from passage to imple- 
mentation. “Given the considerable 
number of jobs lost particularly in 
the rural areas of the region, help- 
ing our existing businesses and say- 
ing jobs is vitally important in the 
today’s regional economy,” Dykes 
commented 

SEARP&DC's Revolving Loan 
Fund targets small manufacturing 
and related service industries, and 
other small businesses that meet 
Revolving Loan Fund plan require- 
ments, Loan decisions are made 
locally by the Revolving Loan Fund 
Loan Administration Board. The 
Revolving Loan Fund provides gap 
financing in conjunction with 
owner's equity and private sector 
financing. Upon repayment, princi- 
pal and interest stay in the local 
economy for relending to other 
businesses 

rhe Commission’s Revolving 
Loan Fund program began in 199! 
with a $500,000 Economic Deyel- 
opment Administration (EDA) grant
